Dear Dr.Falkiner- 


I tried to see you before leaving 
Canada, but you were not in town, 


I have accepted @ commission from the 
Militia Department to inspect the Canadian Hospitals in the 
Expeditionary Forces, and now have my Headquarters at the 
above address, I do not know how long this inspection will 
take, but should think about four months, When completed I 
will take on some other duty, which will probably necessitate 
my being away during the coming winter session, I, therefore, 
request leave from teaching duties during the coming year, 
May I here state that although home last winter, those in 
charge of the programme, assigned me less work than I have 
had in previous years, It had been my custom to give a 
clinical lecture once a month to the 5th year students, 
Last year I was put down for one clinical lecture before 
Christmas, and one in May, when the students had ceased 
attending, In my opinion this work should have been done 
as much as possible by senior teachers, instead of as 
happened, largely by juniors, 


You may recollect my notifying you 
during last summer that I would be home during the first 
week in October. May I state further that it seems to me 
a pity that the services of Dr.H.B,Anderson have not been 
made use of during the period of the War, at a time when it 
is generally understood that we are short of teachers, 
Dr.,Anderson, in my opinion, is one of the best clinical 
teachers in medicine, not only in Toronto, but to be found 
on the American continent, I know that he does not happen 
to be a favourite of the Professor of Medicine, but surely 
this is no reason why his splendid ability should not be 
made use of,
